1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-16, drawn to a flywheel energy storage system, classified in class 3 1 0, 
subclass 74. 

II. Claim 1 7, drawn to a flywheel energy storage system detecting earthquakes, 
classified in class 310, subclass 68B. 

III. Claims 1 8 - 20, drawn to a process of storing and recovering energy, classified in 
class 318, subclass 648. 

The inventions are distinct, each form the other because: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as the silt sensor can 
being used for the remote of unit alarms. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Inventions II and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the process as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product such as making the sensor in remote of unit alarm. 

4. Inventions I and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
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as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the process as claimed can be practiced with another materially 

different product such as making the sensor in remote of unit alarm. 

5 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 

the claimed invention: 

1) First embodiment of flywheel energy system reflects to figures 1, 4 and 5. 

2) Second embodiment of flywheel energy system reflects to figure 2. 

3) Third embodiment of flywheel energy system reflects to figure 3. 
Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 

prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic.

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species tc 
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be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
